might havo boon made without impair- 
ing tho ofRcionoy of tho Govorumont. 
Take tho two jails at Victoria and 
Now Westminster, without saying 
which Bhould havo been voduood or 
abolished, ono certainly might and 
ought to havo boon. Tho Postmasters 
and Registrars avo open to altaok. In 
fact, in luoking carefully through tho 
wholo of tho departments, excepting 
perhaps tho Customs and tho Stipen- 
diary Magibtratos of tho intorior, noth- 
ing can bo said in justification of their 
number, foreo and exponso. Tho groat 
ovil of this gross expondituro is that 
no present or futuro provision can be 
made for tho wants and necessities of 
the country. Tho day will como horo ( 
though not for years, as it camo in 
California, when tho yield of gold will 
decroaso with tho oxhnuation of tho 
placer diggings, and in tho meantime 
provision should bo made hore, as was 
made in that Sluto, to oncourago com* 
morco, ngriculturo, trado and intornal 
improvements. But while tho total 
rovonuo is consumed at prosont and 
prospectively in Governmental cxpon- 
sos how can steam communication bo 
Boomed ; roads to rich but idlo lands 
opened; tho necessaries of life and 
labor chcaponed in Cariboo by tho 
abolition of oppressive tolls ; manufac 
tures, freeholds, and intornal improvo- 
'iffi^fo"* J «HuCfiri'5'gSu" tft{S*p ."SCSiu a fAMS* £' 
safe footing ? Then thoro aro moral 
considerations which also condemn 
this expenditure; such as the ineffi- 
ciency cf our schools and hospitals, 
etc In fact tho vigor and intolligonco 
of tho Governmont is paralyzed by it 
and is likely to remain so. But thoso 
things havo boon stated so often that 
it looks almost ridioulous to repeat 
them, if that repetition can do no 
good now, becauso redress is not in 
our power, it may hcroaftor, by pro» 
paring tho publio mind to see tho neces- 
sity of somo cliango in the administra- 
tion, or at all ovents of insisting upon 
a representative olemont in tho next 
Legislature which will securo tho pooplo 
a controlling power over tho oxpoud- 
ituro of tho public rovonuo. 

Old Time Winters — In 1G94 the 
cold was so intonso that tho Thames 
was covered with ico sixty-one inches 
thick. In 1091 tho cold was so execs- 
sivo that tho famished wolves entered 
Vienna and attacked beasts and ovon 
mon. Alany pooplo ir Germany woro 
frozen to death in 1095, and tho win- 
tors of 1697 and 109U were noarly as 
bad. In 1709 occurred that lamous 
wintor called by distinction the cold 
wintor. All tho rivers and lakes woro 
frozon, and evon tho sea for sovoral 
miles from shoro. Tho ground froze 
nino foot deep. Birds and boasts were 
struck dead in tho fields, and mon por- 
ishod by thousands in tlioir housos. 
In the south of Franco tho wino plan* 
tations wore almost all destroyed ; nor 
havo they yot recovorod that fatal dis- 
aster. Tho Adriatic sea was frozen 
and ovon tho Mediterranean about 
Gonoa, and tho citron and orange 
grovos sulfercd extrorooly in tho finest 
parts of Italy. In 1710 tho winter 
was so intin.se that tho people tra« 
veiled noross tho straits from Copen- 
hagen to the province of Sonia, in 
Swodon. In Scoiland, multitudos of 
cattle and sheep were buried in the 
snow. In 1740 the winter was scarce- 
ly inferior to that ot 17U9. Tho snow 
laid ton loot deep in Spain and Por- 
tugal. Tho Zny-dor Zoo was frozen 
over. , Tho lakoa in England froze. 
In 1744 tho winter _Was vory cold. 
Snow follin Portugal to tho depth of 
twenty-three feet on a level, in 1754 
and 1755 tho winters were very se- 
vere and cold. In England tho strongs 
etic a!o exposes t„ tno air id a giasH 
was covered in 15 minutes with ieo 
one eighth of an inch thick. In 1871 
the Elbe was frozen to the bottom. In 
1770 the Danube bore ice five feet, below 
Vienna. Vast numbers of the feathered 
and finny tribes perished. The winters 
of l?s4 and 17sr, were uncommonly 
severe. The Little Belt was frozen over. 
Prom 1800 to 1813 also the winters wero 
remarkably cold, particularly the hater in 
Russia, n Inch proved so disastrous to the 
French army. 

The Last Tiger Stort.— -The following 
tiller stoiy has arrived from India: — Colonel 
Alexander Jinnot, uccouiptinieil by Lord 
Downe, wounded a 1 i lt ross in the jungle near 
Nagode, on ttio 28lh ol February. The 
animal look reiuge in u nullah, whither they 
followed her up, and as Colonel Bagot was 
preparing lor a second shot she sprang upon 
him and neized him by the leg, knocking 
over Lord l>mvne and n sbikarrie by whom 
they were accompanied. A Uoorlf.au Sopoy 
immediately shot tho tigress dead, and Hiuh 
saved Colonel Bagot'a life; Tho Colonel's 
Wounda were not serious, and ho is rapidly 
recovering from Ihem. L rd Dowtio's 
clothes were torn by the tigress's claws, and 
he was severely bruised by her chargo. — 
Pall Mall Gazelle. 

At the village of Foxdule, Jin tho Islo 
of Man, yesterday week, a miner and 
fanner named Killy, who had long shown 
signs of insanity, throo live of his children 
into a well, and then jumped in himself.

Immediately 
alter the light-house and opposite shores be- 
came inverted, tho whole scene constantly 
changing and forming phantasies as sWaDge 
as they aro beyond description. It was a 
wild and weird scene, which would not be 
often witnessed in a life time.

A speoial service was held at Ihe Church 
of tho Transfiguration, last Saturday, for the 
purpose of furnishing Right Rev Bishop Pot- 
ter an opportunity to carry out the sentence 
of admonition recommended by the Bonrd of 
Presbyters, who recently sal lor the trial of 
Rev Stephen H Tyng, Jr. The edifice wns 
crowded with an exceedingly earnest audi- 
ence of ladies and gentlemen, including a 
very large representation of tho Protestant 
Episcopal clergy of this diocese. At about 
1 1 :45 o'clock, Rev Dr Tyng escorted his son 
Rev Stephen II Tyng, Jr, lo a seat in one 
of the pews near tho front. Young Mr Tyng 
was tho observed of all observers. He took 
his seat with an air of solemnity, his coun- 
tenance wearing the aspect of one ready for 
the ordeal which uwuited him — no muscle 
twitching nor eye wandering to see the con- 
gregation. It was about a quarter of an 
hour afier tha timelappoiiiled lor Iho begin- 
ning ol the service before tho bishop and 
clergy mado their enlry from the veslry of 
tho ohurch After the reading of an exceed- 
ingly brief service, tho bishop culled upon 
Rev Stephen H Tyng Jr, to como lorvvard, 
and proceeded to read the admonition.

Admiral Sir Henry Chads died tit 
Portsmouth on Tuesday. 

General Sir Gcorg-o Augustus Wether- 
all, G.C.B., K.H., died, on Wednesday, 
at tho Royal Military College, in tho 
eighty-first year of I, is ago, deeply mourn- 
ed by every officer in tho army. 

A review of all tho troops in tho Dublin 
garrison took place, on Urd April, at tho 
Fifteen Acres, Phoenix Park, Ireland. 
Lord Strathnairn, Commander of the 
forces, assumed tho chiof command, aud 
the evolutions wero ou a scale of unusual 
magnitude. 

TriU VOLUNTEERS. 

Tho firpt inspection of tho prcient vol- 
unteer year, as also tho first by tho new 
Inspeetur-Geueral of tho llesorved Forces, 
Major-General Lindsay, was hold, last 
Saturday evening, in Regent's Park. 
The regiment selected for this honour was 
tho l9tb Middlesex, under Lieutonant- 
Colonol Thomas Hughes, M. P., which 
mustered over 400 men on tho occasion, 
and went through their movements in so 
admirable a mauner as to elicit tho high 
commendations of General Lindsay. 

At a meeting- of officers connected with 
the city of Edinburgh volunteers, conven- 
ed by the Lord Provost, and held tho 
other day, it was resolved that a volunteer 
review should tako place in the Queen's 
Park on Saturday, July 4. It is expect- 
ed that about 0,000 volunteers will be 
present. 

THE VOLUNTEER REVIEW. 

Major-General the Hon. James Lind- 
say having represented to the inetropoli- 

would bo impossible to have a march past 
on Southsea common and a review on 
Portsdown hill on Easter Monday without 
running a risk of not getting tho various 
corps back at night, a deputation of the 
officers attended at the War Olfico last 
Saturday afternoon, and had a long con- 
sultation with General Lindsay on the 
in! ject. The Mayor of Portsmouth and 
a deputation from tho local arrangements 
committee also attended. It was resolved 
that it is desirable to dispense with tho 
proposed evolutions on Portsdown hill, 
and that tho manceuvres shall bo confied 
to a march past ou Southaea*common, 
with a few simple movements on the 
neighboring beach and ou tho opposite' 
shore, near Gosport. Great dissatisfac- 
tion was occasioned among tho London 
corps on learning of the resolve to take 
the sham light from the Easter Monday 
programme: and it was feared that tho 
numbers attending would, in consequence, 
be greatly diminished. Another visit to 
Portsdown hill and Hilsea line of defence 
was again made, ou Tuesday, by the me- 
tropolitan oilieers, the Mayor of Ports- 
mouth, and the locnl committeo ; aud it 
was decided that tho sham fight shall 
tako place, with certain modifications, 
agreeably to tho plan first laid down. 
The details o( the country and metropoli- 
tan corps of volunteers who aro to take 
part in the review has been issued by Ihe 
War Office. It appears that the country 
corps will number 15,999 men, and those 
of the metropolis 15,904; and these, with 
tho 8000 or -1000 regulars expected to 
tukc part iu the review, will furnish the 
largest muster hitherto attained on these 
occasions. 

The whole force will consist of four di- 
visions, and as soon as they huve marched 
past will proceed by different routes to 
Hilsea lines. The first division, which 
will include the regular troops, will march 
by way of King's-terrace, Landport, and 
l£ingston-crosa to Cosham and Wytner- 
ing, which they will invest. The second 
division will march by way of Palmerstou 
road to Kingston-cross und Portsbridgo 
aud .join the attacking forco. The third 
division will leave the common by the 
same route as the first, but will make 
lor Stuiushaw-laue, and so cross the 
fields to the left of Hilsea works, whero 
there is a road made a cross the creek, but 
which is only capable of allowing tho 
passage of two men at a time. The 
fourth division will go by tho same route

Tho rifles must bo returned to the 
armourer of the National Rifle Associa, 
tion at Wimbledon beforo the conclusion 
of ihe prize meeting." 

The entries for the prizo closo on June 
15, and the whole mode of settling how 
tho competitors shall be chosen is in the 
hands of the commanding officers who'geu- 
orally leave tho selection lo bo decided 
by competitive matches. 

Tho War Office has issued.'a notice that 
each competitor who has been chosen to 
represent his regiment at Wimbledon may 
havo 200 rounds of ammunition from tho 
Government stores, for practice, at the 
cost price ofds 4id. tho 100 rounds, and 
this will be issued from the military sta- 
tions on the payment of the money and tho 
production of a signed form. 

It is notified that no moro ammunition 
will bo sent to Newport this year ; when 
the stock is exhausted there ammunition
